ernor since. Last week a deputy com- 
missioner was created, thereby reliev- 
ing the doctor of the burdens of the 
office and this became one of the strong 
incentives for bis withdrawal of the 
resignation. The forestry commission 
is one of great importance to the 
state, the necessity for which, for 
many reasons, ia evident to every per- 
son. The amount expended for that 
purpose is almost a half million each 
year. 


Each and every collector of school 


taxea in the several boroughs ar.d 
townships of the commonwealth shall 
hereafter on or before the 10th day of 
each and every month after the receipt 
of the duplicate on school taxes de- 
liver to the secretary of the board of 
school directors from whom he has 
received such duplicate a statement in 
writing, signed by him, showing the 
names of all the persons from whom 
he has collected any school taxes upon 
his duplicate to and including the las1 


day of the preceding month, the 
amount collected from each and the 
date of such collection, and also the 
amouat of the uncollected taxes upon 
said duplicate, And the said tax col- 
lector shall pay over on or before the 
10th day of each month d'uring his 
term of office to the treasurer of the 
Echool district all taxes collected dur- 
ing the preceding month by him. 


Aay person who shall wilfully wear 


any insignia or button of any associa- 
tion, society, or trades union, or wear 
the same to obtain aid or assistance 
within this state, unless he shall be 
entitled to use the same under the 
rules and regulations of such organiza- 
tion, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction shall be liable to 
a penalty of one hundred dollars or 
serve in jiil for 30 days. 


It shall be lawful for county com- 


missioners in counties having a popu- 
lation of less than 150,000 to borrow 
money on the note of the county to 
pay current expenses of said county 
whenever the funds in the hands of 
the county treasurer available for such 
purposes shall be insufficient in amount 
to pay said expenses, whether such 
deficit ia due to unusual outlays, to an 
insufficient tax levy, or delay in col- 
lecting the taxes, But before securing 
such loan the county commissioners 
shall submit to the court a statement 
setting forth the purpose of the loan 
and the necessity for the same, and the 
court shall make an order approving 
the loan. 


An act makes it a misdemeanor for 


gypsies or other persons to camp 
or locate upon inclosed or un-inclos- 
ed land of another without the consent 
or permission of the owner of the land. 


An act permits children residing in 


school districts having graded public 
schools, or graded courses of study, to 
attend public schools of higher grades 
or courses of study, including high 
schools in other districts, under' terms 
and conditions to be agreed upon by 
school directors of the districts in- 
terested. 


An act encouraging the use of wide 


tires upon wagons upon the public 
highways reads as follows: Every per- 
son who shall use on the public roads 
in hauling loads of ten thousand pounds 
weight and upward any wagon having 
tires less than four inches in width 
shall be subject to a fine of five dollars 
for each and every offence and any per- 
son in hauling loads of four thousand 
pounds weight and upward on any 
wagon having less than a four inch 
tire in width shall be subject to a fine 
of five dollars for each and every offence 
and the fine so secured shall ba paid

reason sufficient for their minds, or 
that religion is suited only to the 
minds of women and children. I can- 
not believe that intelligent men have 
such absurd notions. For all know 
that the subjiets of religion and theol- 
nflfy have always engaged the ptten- 
t'oT of gome of the profoundest fh'nk- 
ers and most brilliant miuds whose 
writings have enr'ched and adorned 
the p->ges of history. Hence I cannot 
•hick that intelligent men are willing 
to confess the lamentable ignorance of 
holding the notion referred to

Nor do I Believe the reason why 


some sensible men sof-f quently absent 
themselves from the church is that 
they 
do 
deny 
the 
truths of the 


Christian religion. I cannot briag my- 
self to believe that men generally are 
so ignorant and devoid of a true knowl- 
edge of the history of civilization 
Eor only the most obtuse and preju- 
diced men will attempt to say that the 
Christian religion has not been the 
most potent influence in the moral and 
intellectual advar cement of the human 
race. There are three prime factors in 
the true education of man to fit him 
f jr tl^e various duties of life. 
They 


are a belief in a personal God, rever- 
ence for His laws and a dread of His 
displeasure. God is the supreme reason 
for virtue and morality. 
Otherwise 


:here is no ultimate standard or foun- 
da'ion for virtue. 


Without God virtue or morality be- 


comes only a rule of expediency to be 
enforced, or broken as man wills. All 
intelligent men know that there never 
has been any kind or form of govern- 
ment in the world, without its support 
of religion, no matter how crude its re- 
ligion 
And the purer the religion the 


better the government is. 


France once, under tho domination 


of infidelity, tried to have grvernment 
without God and religion, exalting hu- 
man reason in the place of God. 
We 


all know the result. 
Ia one day, that 


awful September day in 1793, 14,000 of 
the best cilizers were murdered by in- 
fidel law.
